No Cheery Laughter, No Chatter 
_ from Sad Faced, Dispirited, 
~ and Homesick Ones 
from Paris.

SAIGON, Jan. 26.—The orient and the occ!- 
dent mingle here at this French capital of 
the far east. The strange sights are well 
morth the tour of gbservation here described. 
At 4 o'clock one afternoon, after superhuman 
sHorts, we got some tea and started on the 
drive, the grand course which all Saigon 
“takes in the late afternoon. The Annamite

Cranes, secretaries, adjutants, and 
more monstrous birds one never knew before, 
sirut about in their vast cage spaces, puddle 
in the water, and rest themselves on white 
sand. while the parrot family, the cockatoos 
of gorgeous plumage and discordant voices, 
aré past counting.

We struggled long and obtained coffee at 
daylight and hurried back to the ship, where 
the shrewd continentals, Russians and 
French, who had remained on board dnd 
fought river mosquitoes all night, had small 
pity for our tale of hardships. 

“Was it not just like English and Ameri- 
Cans to spend all that money to be uncom- 
fortable! They always do like that when 
they come to a port. They never learn,” we 
Overheard one woman say. 


But we knew what Saigon was like, and no 


* one talks to me of it now as a petit Paris. 


To the old naval tradition that the worst 
hotels in the world are at Manila, Matanzas, 
and Vladivostok, Saigon may be added—or 
rather put at the head of the list. 

Seeing Saigon and taking the measure of 
French colonial life has measurably extin- 
Zuished my zeal for visiting the great Cam- 
bodian temples, the ruined Angkor, or Nak- 
hon wat, the largest and most splendid struc- 
ture ever reared, a temple more magnificent 
than anything Greece or Rome knew, on a 
BCale to dwarf Egyptian temples with courts 
8nd colonnades, facades, towers, and gate- 
‘ways. marvels of construction and decora-

POLICE REFORMS 


TO BETHOROUGH. 


Mayor Harrison and Chief 
O’Neill to Act at Once 
on the Report of 
Capt. Piper. 


~ 
WILL HAVE DISCIPLINE. 


City Club to Lay Statement Be- 
fore Authorities Today, Prob- 
ably with No Recom- 

mendation, 


Immediate improvement in the police force 
of Chicago is promised from the report of 
Capt. Alexander Piper, who as representative 
disclosed a condition of affairs in the police 
department that startled city officials and 
citizens alike, Incidentally, the report 
caused something like a panic among the 
patrolmen and commanding officers arraigned 
for dereliction of duty. 

Mayor Harrison declared yesterday that 
a thorough shaking up is in store for the de- 
partment. Swift justice is to be meted out 
to the worst offenders, and under the direc- 
tion of Assistant Chief Schuettler a deter- 
mined effort will’ be made to make the Chi- 
cago police force a competent organization 
for the suppression of crime and the de- 
tection of criminals. 


Will Lay Report Before Mayor. 

Walter L. Fisher, as representative of the 
City club, will formally present the Piper 
report to the mayor today. Charles R. 
Crane, who is said personally to have borne 
the expense of the investigation, was greatly 
pleased with the work and said it should 
result in great improvement in Chicago po- 
lice work. Members of the club agreed that 
the first reformatory move should be the 
discharge of the policemen declared unfit for 
duty as guardians of the city. 

A meeting of the executive committee of 
the club will be held at noon tomorrow to 
consider Capt. Piper’s work and discuss ways 
and means to assist the city officials in bet- 
tering police conditions. 


Mayor Blames Patrol Sergeants. 


In discussing the Piper report Mayor Har- 
rison declared that the patrol sergeants in 
particular are responsible for the present 
State of affairs, and they will be the men first 
called to account. The mayor holds that if 
they had attended to business the existing 
state of affairs would not have been possible. 

“Capt. Piper’s report,” said the mayor, 
“carries with it the evidence of being cor- 
rect, and should certainly be accepted as 
such. It shows a state of affairs which calls 
for reformation and in some cases for punish- 
ment. With the showing he has made it is 
evident a lack of discipline exists which is 
detrimental to the efficiency of the force and 
which must be corrected.. Some of the faults 
he finds, such as the-insuffictent number of 
men, cannot well be corrected, but there are 
others which can be rectified. 

“The responsibility for the shirking of 
work by the men on patrol lies primarily 
‘with the patrol sergeants. It is their duty 
to look after this precise thing, and it is evi- 
dent they have not.attended to it. The case 
mentioned in the report of a patrol sergeant 
seen drinking with a patrolman in a saloon is 
absolutely without possible excuse or ex- 
planation. There will be short shrift for that 
officer when his name is given me. 


Must Do Better or Be Abolished. 


“If the patrol sergeants cannot be made 
to do their work it would seem to be the part 
of wisdom to get rid of them. Their work 
is to see to it that the patrolmen perform 
their duties. | 

*“‘From the sergeants must come what in- 
formation the superior officers have as to the 
conduct of the patrolmen on beat, and if the 
sergeants neglect their duty or wink at 
offenses the whole force goes to pieces. Take 
that matter of policemen drinking and loaf- 
ing in saloons while on duty, an infraction of 
perhaps the most important rule in the de- 
partment. If the patrol sergeant is remiss 
or indulgent there is no way pot stopping it, 
except as perhaps now and then an individual 
case may come to the notice of the heads of 
the force. | 
“Jt must be remembered that patrolmen 
are no different from other human beings, 
and most of them will not do any more work 
than they have to. If they are not watched 
they will shirk, and it is foolish to expect 
anything else. It is easy to keep track of 
the men on the downtown crossings. They 
have to be in @ fixed place and absence from 
it is easily noticed. They are more particular 
about attending to their work also, because 
the jobs are desirable ores and the sending 
of one of them back to an outlying station 
is a ready punishment they all dread. 


Irregular Hours and Pay. 

“It is unfortunate, but several things have 
contributed to the lack of discipline in the 
force. Irregular hours and irregular pay 
ere, perhaps, the most prominent. Up to 
a few years ago three or four days’ pay 
a month was kept out of every policeman’s 
envelope, and this not only made him dis- 
contented, but decreased his ability to pur- 
chase new uniforms and keep himself per- 
sonally in the condition he should. 

“This discontent has been increased of 
late by the necessity, on account of short- 
age of funds, of giving the men a furlough 
without pay. Add to this a lack of watth- 
fulness on the part of the men whose duty 
it is to see that they keep closely to their 
work, and it is small wonder if the patrol- 
men shirk when the opportunity is offered. 

“The remedy for all this is regular hours 
and regular pay. That, I think, can be ac- 
complished, and, with vigilant supervision, 
it will go a long way toward correcting the 
evils complained of. Of course, we will 
need more men, as the report says, but, un- 
fortunately, they are not possible in the 
present state of the city’s finances. 


Chances for Praise Neglected. 


“It would be a good thing if the people 
who are justly finding fault with policemen 
Who are not doing their duty would have a 
pleasant word once in awhile for those who 
do. It is all right for Capt. Piper to point 
out the men whom he discovered derelict in 
duty—I am not finding any fault with him 
for that—but it would have done no harm 
if he had given some praise to the men who 
were not derelict. The men whom he pointed 
out as worthy of blame and punishment were 
after all but a small part of the force. 


Schuettler to Enforce Discipline. 

“It was the intention when Capt. Schuet- 
tler was first made assistant superintendent 
that his work should be the enforcement of 
the discipline which Capt. Piper says does not 
exist. When Supt. O’Neill asked that the 
appointment be made it was with a view of 
having somebody who was foot loose and

Boston and New England Visited 
_ by Seismic Disturbance. 


PEOPLE HURLED FROM BEDS. 


Maine, New Hampshire, and Other See- 


Boston, Mass., March 2ff 2 a. m.—An earth- ‘ 


quake which began in St. John, N. B., and is 
thought to have done considerable damage in 
New Brunswick, Maine, and Massachusetts, 
shook Boston at ten minutes and four seconds 
after 1 o'clock this morning. 

The shocks are said to have been the most 
severe experienced in this section of the coun- 
try since the memorable seismic disturbance 
of 1884. 

In this city and suburbs houses weré rocked 
like cradles, dishes were tossed from shelves, 
and furniture broken in many homes. At 
Augusta, Me., several chimneys were knocked 
down. 

Peopie Hurled from Their Beds. 

The shock most severely felt in the vicinity 
of Boston was at Revere, a seashore towr 
between this city and Lynn. In that town 
several houses rocked so that the occupants 
rolled from their beds, and at the telephone 
exchange the operator, Russell Clark, was 
knocked from his chair. a 

A policeman named McKenny, who was in 
the headquarters of the park police at Re- 
vere, was thrown violently to the floor and 
injured. 

Clark, the telephone operator, says that he 
felt a peculiar sensation all through his body 
when he was knocked from his chair. 


New Hampshire Also Shaken. 

The shock was felt plainly as far south 
as Taunton, in this state. Reports from 
Manchester, N. H., and Springfield, Mass., 
state that the vibrations were felt distinctly 
in those two cities. 

Observers at the Harvard university as- 
tronomical observatory in Cambridge noted 
the shock. The observatory clocks show that 
the shock occurred at 1:10:04, 

J. R. Edmands of the observatory staff Is 
convinced that ‘the direction was not along 
the meridian—that is, that it was not cori- 
fined to north and,south. In the hope of dis- 
covering the direction of the earthquake Mr. 
Edmands examined three pans of milk set 
for cream, but the cream had not stuck tothe 
sides of the pans, and he was unable to de- 
termine anything in this way. 

Lasts Three Seconds. 

H, R. Colson of the observatory estimates 
the duration of the shock to have been 
about three seconds. Mr. Edmands thinks 
it lasted a little longer. 

Prof. Pickering, the celebrated Harvard 
astronomer, was awakened from his sleep by 
the shock and took the time by his watch. 
His time varied only one“minute from that 
taken In the observatory. 

In Newburyport the earthquake shook 
everything. Watchman Harris Page of the 
Towle Montgomery company’s plant says the 
factory was shaken. In other sections of the 
city people were awakened by the rattling 
of doors and windows. Shelves and furniture 
were broken in miany houses. 


Boston Feels It Worst. 

The shock was most severely felt in the 
vicinity of Boston. 

In Everett, four miles from Boston, two 
police officers at the police headquarters say 
the chairs on which they were sitting were 
moved and in Chelsea, a city adjoining Ever- 
ett, houses were shaken.

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WAR ON A PREACHER 


Members of Federation of Labor 
in Strife Over His Plea. 


WANTS PLACE AS DELEGATE. 


Unions, After a Hot Debate, Refuse to 
Declare the Mayor 


Religion and politics yesterday held the 
boards at thé Chicago Federation of Labor 
meeting. These subjects, generally forbid- 
den in the body, produced debates, bitter and 
full of personalities, that took up most of 
the afternoon. 

The religious discussion followed the pres- 
entation of a letter by the Rev. Charles 
Stelzle on behalf of the Chicago Presbyterian 
Ministers’ association, asking permission to 
send a fraternal delegate to the federation 
meetings. The matter was referred to the 
bylaws committee, with a prospect of favor- 
able recommendation. 


Ministers Ask Representation. 

The letter from the Presbyterian ministers 
follows: 

‘Realizing that the ministry is not in as 
close touch with the labor movement as it 
should be, and having a desire to know more 
about the aims of the workers, the Chicago 
Presbyterfan Ministers’ association, repre- 
senting a constituency of 25,000 members, 
would respectfully request the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor to permit it to be repre- 
sented by a fraternal delegate at the regular 
meetings of the federation.” 

Mr. Steizle then told of his training among 

workingmen, and of his knowledge of unions 
and their leaders, declaring he had many of 
‘the latter in his church in St. Louis. 
. “ When talking with emp_vyers,”’ he said, 
“I. take pleasure in telling them all union 
leaders are not wicked men. The impression 
has gone out that when a union meets it is 
for the purpose of overthrowing a govern- 
ment or dynamiting a building. If delegates 
from the ministry wete given the privilege 
of meeting you here the church would learn 
neni Speech Brings a Clash. 

Half of the men in the hall wanted to an- 

swer the minister at the same time. Robert 
G. Wall of the structural iron workers got 
the first chance. 
. “Tf. we let the ministers come here, as I 
hope we will,’ he said, “ it will not be be- 
cause we need thelr sympathy, but because 
they need ours. There is no class of citl- 
gens so thoroughly out of touch with the 
workers as the ministers. Let us help them 
to learn.”’ 

T. P. Quinn followed with an arraignment 
of the church. 5 

“I do not question the sincerity of the 
man who wants to come here to advocate his 
own particular creed,” he said. But this is 
a labor body. Perhaps these ministers are 
laborers, but I want to see the patch of pota- 
toes they have raised, the cabbage heads they 
have grown, and the gardens they have 
tended. You carry them as any other social 
parasites, and s0 long as you submit to the 
burden it will be imposed upon you.” 

J. J. Linehan opposed the plan on other 
grounds. 

“The Christian ministers want to come 
here to spring some new doctrines,’’ he said. 
“ Others would follow the Presbyterians. The 
day is fast approaching when those fellows 
will have to organize to protect their wages.”’ 

‘It will mean the disruption of the move- 
ment if we admit ministers here,”’ said J. 
w. La Vine. “Our sessions will be the 
scenes of fights on creeds. Ministers think 
the workingmen are getting too free, and 
they want to get in here to try to bring them 
pack. The lawyers next will want to come.”’ 


Wants Mayor Declared “Fair.” 


President Gubbins asked that the resolu- 
tion declaring the mayor “ unfair’ be re- 
considered, saying the action had made or- 
ganized labor “the laughing stock of the 
community.” 

“The mayor wag put on the ‘ unfair.’ list 
because he refused to become the business 
agent of a certain union,” Gubbins declared, 
“It was a piece of blackguarding from men 
who had axes to grind.”

LINERS CRASH AT SEA 


New York in Collision with the 
Assaye Off Southampton. 


MANY LIVES ARE IN PERIL. 


Twenty-two Drowned by Sinking of 


| ‘Ship in Dubin’ Harbor. “i

LONDON, March 21, 3 a. m.—The American 

liner New York arrived at Southampton yes- 
terday afternoon with its bow badly torn 
and its figurehead smashed into fragments. 
The last day of its trip had been a mo- 
mentous one. In the early morning it had 
grounded off Cherbourg, and later, while off 
Hurst Castle making its way in a dense fog 
into Southampton, the liner crashed into the 
British troopship Assaye, tearing a great 
gap in the latter from the deck to the water 
line. 

There was no panic on either vessel, but 
great excitement prevailed. Both ships pro- 
ceeded slowly to Southampton, which they 
reached at 4:30. Both are badly damaged 
and repairs in each case will take some time 
to complete. 

The Assaye left Southampton Saturday 
afternoon, with 500 soldiers on board, for 
Bombay, but anchored over night off Netley. 
owing to a haze. When the New York's bow 
crashed into the transport’s forecastle on 
the starboard side the Assaye, according to 
one account, heeled over, and for a few mo- 
ments its position appeared to be desperate. 

Without a-moment’s unnecessary delay 
the crew of the troopship closed its water 
tight doors and lowered fts boats. The boats 
were lowered, but it was found unnecessary 
to resort to them. Only for the promptitude 
with which the water tight doors of the 
transport were brought into use it must 
have sunk. 


Eye Witness Tells of Accident. 

The passengers of the New York, accord- 
ing to another account, tell an exciting story. 
James Sellers, who, was coming over on the 
liner from America, stated that he and his 
fellow voyagers were asleep when the ves~ 
sel grounded at Cape La Hague. 

“Tt was about a quarter after 3 In the 
morning,” he said, * when we stranded, but 
I did not hear the shock, and when I awoke 
I found we had refloated. We had been 
aground an hour. Much damage was done 
and the water tight compartments were 
closed. After putting in at Cherbourg we 
made our way to Southampton and shortly 
after midday we were nearing port at 1:30. 

“While we all were seated at luncheon 
there was a grating noise and a tremendous 
shock. Every one ran on deck and when we 
got there we found that the bow of our 
ship was firmly fixed in the side of another 
great vessel, which afterwards turned out to 
be the transport.” 

Crew of Twenty-two Drowned. 

DUBLIN, March 20.—The German bark 
Mona collided with the English bark Lady 
Cairns off Dublin bay this morning. The 
Lady Cairns sank in a few minutes. Itscrew 
of twenty-two was drowned. The Mona, 


which was much damaged, was assisted into 
Dublin harbor.

during the last year exceeded those of 1902 
by 50, there being 192 in 1908. The strike in 
the building trades and of the excavators and 
rockmen of this city caused more lost time 
than all of the 142 labor disputes of the 
previous year. As a result of labor troubles 
of 1902, 573,285 days were lost. 

The report admits that strikes for recog- 
nition of union were as a whole unsuccess- 
ful, and says the demand for recognition of 
the walking delegate in this city, which was 
lost, Was the cause of the labor unions losing 
recognition of the union demand. The report 
deals at great length with the strike in the 
building trades in this city. Of thirty large 
disputes in the state twenty were in this city. 

Outside the general building dispute in this 
city, 73,871 work people were directly con- 
cerned in this year’s disputes, and they lost 
in the struggle over 2,000,000 days’ work. 
Besides these there were at least 7,000 others 
who, though not participants, were thrown 
out of work and lost more than 200,000 days’ 
time. If to these be added the 25,834 who 
were directly, and the 11.208 who were in- 
directly involved in the Metropolitan dispute, 
with the loss of over 1,700,000 days’ aggre- 
gate. the figures mount up to over 117,000 
employés concerned and 3,900,000 work days 
lost.. The cost to the laboring man is placed 
at over $4,000,000.

MAKE PENSIONS AN ISSUB. 


DEMOCRATS PLAN ATTACK ON 
LATEST RULE OF PRESIDENT. 


Headed by Senator Gorman, They In- 
tend Using It for Campaign Pur- 


poses—Republicans Court Attack, as 


They Are Prepared to Show Roose- 
velt Merely Is Following Precedent 
Established by Grover Cleveland— 
Will Aid the Administration.

Washington, D. C., March 20.

have foolishly decided to make an attack

when they reach the age of 62. The demo- 
crats will attempt to make some campaign 
material out of the president’s order and 
will charge that in directing the commis- 
sioner of pensions te act the president 
usurped the powers of congress and prac- 
tically enacted legislation. 

President Roosevelt did not take this step 
without consulting the leaders in both 
houses, and they were entirely satisfied with 
the order and were convinced he had ample 
authority to actin the premises. In fact, he 
acted upon the advice of the leaders in the 
senate and house, who believed the govern- 
ment should be reasonably liberal in its 
treatment of the old soldiers. In fact, they 
welcomed the order because it was a happy 
medium between the laws as interpreted at 
present and the proposed service pension 
law, which was excessively generous and 
which would have cost the government a 
great many millions of dollars more than 
will the order of President Roosevelt. 

The democrats already have secured the 
adoption of a resolution calling upon the 
secretary of the interior to furnish the sen- 
ate a copy of the order issued by his direc- 
tion and instructed him to furnish figures 


showing how much the annual pension dis- | 


bursements will be increased by reason of 
the order. This is the first step in the direc- 
tion of an attack upon the president. The 
republican members of the senate did not 
antagonize the adoption of this resolution, 
which was presented by Senator Overman, 
a democrat of North Carolina. 
There is no fear on the part of the repub- 


licans, who will welcome the fullest investi- 
gation of the action 


of the president, and Republicans

dent, because his liberal Interpretation of 
a law enacted for the benefit of veterans 
would not only injure the democrats but re- 
dound to the ‘benefit of the president. An 
investigation would disclose the fact that 
President Roosevelt found a precedent for 
his action. That precedent was established 
by President Cleveland. In the files of the 
pension bureau is an order issued by direc- 
tion of President Cleveland, who instructed 
the democratic commissioner of pensions 
that in construing the law of 1890 he should 
hold that when an old seldier reached the 


age of 65 years the veteran was incapaci- | 


tated to perform manual labor and should 
be entitled to a pension of $6 a month 
whether he had been wounded or not, and 
that when a soldier reached the age of 75 he 
should be considered totally incapacitated 
for manual labor and should be pald a pen- 
sion of $12 a month. 

This was an order of a democratic presi- 
dent. and his order was welcomed by the 
veterans, but no charge was made that Mr. 
Cleveland had assumed to legislate for con- 
gress. President Roosevelt, in response to 
a strong demand on the part of veterans, 
merely has decided, after consulting with 
the leaders of his party, to place a more lib- 
eral interpretation upon that law than that 
of his democratic predecessor.
